INDIANAPOIJIS, Feb. 21. - The certifi- 
cate of election issued to Senator-elect 
Turpie is exciting comment at Washing- 
ton by reason of its unusual form. It is 
claimed by republicans that it does not 
comply with the federal law in any re- 
spect. The statute of the United States 
provides that on the second Tuesday 
after the organization of the legislature 
a separate ballot shall be taken by each 
house for a senator in the congress of 
the United States, and that if no elec- 
tion results from the ballots first cast 
the two houses shall meet daily in joint 
convention thereafter and ballot, etc. 
The day upon which the Indiana legisla- 
ture should have first voted under this 
law was the 17th day of January and the 
first joint convention was on the 18tb. 
The certificate issued to Mr. Turpie 
gives no intimation that these ballots 
previous to the time of election were 
taken. There is nothing in the certifi- 
cate to show that the convention was 
held earlier than the 2d day of February, 
whereas it should, as it did, meet first 
January 18th. As the governor's cer- 
tificate does not contain the evidence 
to show that the law has been complied 
with republicans hold that evidence 
aliunde must be resorted to to deter- 
mine whether a legal election has or not 
been held. 


There are republicans aleo who bold 
that the governor must have known the 
requm ments of the law and that the de- 
ficiencies of the certificate are not over- 
sights, but that he must have desired 
that Turpie's title should be questioned 
on the face of the certificate. 
Demo- 
crats declare this to be absurd, be'îause 
the 
governor would appoint Turpie 
should he fall short of election. 


Not a little is being said also about 
the attestation of the governor's certifi- 
cate by the secretary of state. 
The sec- 
retary says he has seen it reported in the 
eastern press that he was compelled by 
threats of mandamus to sign the certifi- 
cate. 
This he says is a gross misrepre- 
sentation of the facts. 
He said that he 
did in the end just what he proposed to 
the governor in the first place that he 
would do and no more. 


"The governor said he could not have 
me append any statements to the certifi- 
ât it was his certificate and all 
would allow me to do was to certify 
[These are the secretary's re- 
marks.] 
"I told the governor I would 
attest his signature and I gave him a

statement of what I would say. He took 
it and upon a subsequent occasion en- 
deavored to have me amend the form of 
my attestation. I told him that I woulc 
not change the form in the least; that I 
would simply attest that the certificate 
and signature were his and that I would 
not subscribe to any statement that 
would leave room for the interpretation 
that I subscribed also to his statement of 
the fact. 
I told him that he must ac- 
cept my way or do without my signa 
ture. 
I never declined to Wtify to the 
facts to which I did certify and I was 
always ready to make the ^certificate 
that I did and none other." 


There is also a dispute over the truth- 
fulness of the statements cited in the 
minutes of the joint convention as placed 
on file in the state secretary's office. 
These minutes assert that the joint con- 
vention of the legislature which elected 
Turpie adjourned sine die upon motion 
of Senator Bailey. 
[This is the state 
copy of the minutes on which Governor 
Gray acted in making out the certificate. ] 
Colonel Robertson says he was sitting 
within six feet of Bailey on the day in 
question ftfid that he heard him make 
no such motion as alleged. 
He is con- 
fident that no such adjournment as that 
cited occurred. It is certain that Speaker 
Sayre did not put such motion, and un- 
der the agreement in force he alone was 
authorized to adjourn the convention. 
The adjournment was carried on motion 
of Representative Gardiner, and the 
motion put by the speaker was to the 
effect that the convention adjourn to the 
next day at noon.

It seems the city 
health officer began an investigation of 
the case, and found that the body of 
the girl was not returned to the cemetery 
after the failure of the attempt at resus- 
citation. but still remains at tha home 
of Mrs. Stickney, the mother, who re- 
fuses to 
let 
it 
be seen. Dr. S. 
R. Palmer, a physician of Southeast 
Minneapolis, now makes the following 
singular statement: "Except 
that I 
once saw the young woman during her 
sickness, as consulting physician, I had 
nothing to do with the case until last 
Monday. 
Notwithstanding 
that the 
body had been kept there in that warm 
room for two weeks, there were no traces 
of decomposition whatever. 
One pecu- 
iarity was that anywhere on the body— 
the face, the breast, or the limbs—if the 
skin was pitted by pressure the place 
where the finger left a mark would fill 
in red; and not only that, when the flan- 
nel covering was taken from the body 
what is termed goose-flesh would formas 
IS natural to the human body when ex- 
posed to the cold air. There was not the 
slighest odor about the body or any sign 
of putrifaction, aa one would suppose 
would be the case. If the story of the 
girl's mother and her friends about the 
partial restoration a few days before 
eould be believed, that, in connection 
with the appearance of the body at the 
time, would confirm my judgment that 
the girl was in trance stat«. If, on the 
other hand, the statement of the mother 
and the friends could not be believed, 
still the case was very remarkable; and 
the fact that the body did not decom- 
pose would indicate that death had not 
yet taken place. I consulted two phy- 
sicians, Dr. Charles T. Pillsbury and Dr. 
Graham, of North Minneapolis and also 
the [undertaker who buried the girl and 
they advised me to build up a warm fire, 
keep the body, and wait developments. 
There was no change until yesterday. 
Yesterday morning on my visit I was 
told that a little after midnight the 
watchers heard sounds in the throat of 
the girl, and soon after hearing the 
sounds it was noticed that the body 
commenced to change rapidly. I my- 
self saw that decomposition had com- 
menced. I 
accordingly 
told 
Mrs. 
Stickney that the body would be ready 
at any time for interment. I believe 
that up to that time the girl had been 
in a trance state. I did not have any 
idea that on being brought to she would 
live more than an hour, or perhaps not 
do more than give a few gaspa 
I 
looked up the matter to some extent, 
and came to the conclusion that it would 
be possible for the body to be frozen 
a^d still, after the lapse of some weeks, 
life might remain. If not probable, it 
was at least possible. I believe that 
when the girl was first thought to have 
died there was water about the heart, 
and when she was in the vault it froze. 
When the body was warmed up and 
they saw signs of returning life this in- 
terfered with the action of the heart, 
and it had to stop, although it had com- 
menced beating."

THE consumption of cotton-seed oi 
in the United States has recently shown 
a marked falling off. A year ago it 
formed by far the largest part of the 
stock of the soap manufacturers. 
No^ 
they use very little of it. 
Tallow it 
said to be worth 25 per cent, more than 
an equal weight of the oil, w:hil6 the 
two are now selling at about the same 
price per pound. 
The one has declin- 
ed, while the other has recently passed 
under the control of what has been 
called "the great anaconda combina- 
tion." 
About 600,000 tons of the oil 
were consumed last year, and it has 
oeen estimated that some 700,000 tons 
would be required to meet the demand 
of 1887. But parties who are supposed 
to be competent to judge say that ii 
present methods prevail 350,000 tone 
is more likely to be the quantity actu- 
ally used. 
The repressive policy is es- 
pecially objectionable to the planters 
of the Southern States. 
They could 
furnish the seed needed to produce six 
times as much oil as has hitherto found 
a market, and they wish to see the de- 
mand very much extended instead ol 
being curtailed a large part of 50 pel 
cent. 


IN the course of the discussion which 
recently occurred with regard to the 
dress of Japanese ladies and the intro- 
duction of foreign costume, considera- 
ble importance was attached to the ex- 
pense of the latter. 
The 
Japanese 
were reminded that they were about to 
adopt a fashion which would cost the 
nation millions every year. 
The criti- 
cism is certainly true, but there are ex- 
ceptions to the general rule. 
What, 
for example, would be said in Europe 
or America of a lady who paid $700 for 
a collar ? Doubtless there are ladies 
who have been guilty of such extrava- 
gance to procure a wonderful piece ol 
lace, but are there many who wonlc 
pay a like sum for a medieval specimen 
of woven linen? 
During the IVIing pe- 
riod, Chinese weavers manufactured a 
cotton stuff called sarasa, woven some- 
times in minute, sometimes in bold de- 
signs, the colors of which, partly from 
their original excellence and partly 
from the mellowing effects of age, are 
simply incomparable.

form a hanyeri, a Japanese belle has 
been known to pay anything from $700 
to ^1.000.

ing hold again he instantly fell dead. 
- A LocoMOTi\rE is being built at the 
Baldwin Locomotive Works, at Phila- 
delphia, for a railroad in BraziL 
It is 
designed to haul 380 tons over moun- 
tain grades. Its weight is to be seventy 
tons. 
There are to be five pairs of 
driving wheels, and it is believed that 
when completed it will be one of the 
largest locomotives in the world. 


THE French Government is having 
constructed abroad large and costly 
special machine too's to aid in the con- 
struction of light-armored swift cruis- 
ers. One cf these appliances is a shear- 
ing apparatus for cutting up steel 
plates one inch in thickness. 
The total 
weight of this machine and the engine 
to operate it (combined) is about thirty- 
flve tons. 


IT IS said that the sand used in the 
manufacture of mirrors is now used by 
a Paris company to make white bricks 
and blocks, said not to be injured by 
frosts, rain, etc., and to be very ligh^ 
the specific gravity being only 1.50 to 
1.85 cf clay bricks. 
The sand is first 
strongly pressed by hydraulic power 
and then baked in ovens at a very high 
temperature. The bricks are almost 
pure silica. 


MANY believe the art of making arti- 
ficial stones to be prehistoric, and that 
the Pyramids were built of artificitd 
blocks manufactured from the sands of 
the surrounding 
plain. 
In 
modem 
times a Fren.-hman named 
Coigneft 
made the artificial stone that comprisea 
a section three miles in length of the 
Vanne aqueduct for supplying water 
to the city of Paris, and that used in the 
construction of the lighthouse at Port 
Said, Egypt. 
The 
latter is 180 feet 
high, without joints, and rests npon a 
monolithic block of beton containing 
nearly 400 cubic yards. 


THE bell cord has been removed from 
nearly all the trains of the Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad, and a patent 
air-tube 
system of signaling has been substi- 
tuted. 
Each car has a rubber tube 
running under the bottom, and these 
are connected between the cars in the 
same way as the Westingliouse air- 
brake tubes. 
They sue kept charged 
with air at hftotm pounds pressure from 
a reservoir situated under the cab of 
the engine, and which is itself supplied 
from the air-brake reservoir. 
The rub- 
ber tube is also connected with a whis- 
tle valve in tlie engineer's cab. 
The 
conductor, by viilliui; a cord in the car, 
opens a valve in the rubber tube, and 
allows the air to escape. 
This relieves 
the pressut e on the whistle valve, and 
throws it open, causing the whistle to 
sound.

GOLDENWORDS. 


Rabbi Israel'Aaron Eloquently Pays 
His Respects to the First Pres- 
byterian Charch People. 


Babbi Israel Aaron, D. D., in his 
sermon at the synagogae Saturday feel- 
ingly spoke of the gift of $1,000 to his 
congregation by the people of the First 
Presbyterian church for the use of the 
Jewish Temple pending the construc- 
tion of their new church edifice. 
Con- 
cluding the learned rabbi said: 


"Like the Arab, mercilessly beated by 
the hot sun's rays, and nigh unto death 
with thirst, who came upon the solitary 
spring, and the sheltering palm tree in 
the midst 
of the desert 
and cried, 
'Ood bless thee. O palm tree, and thy 


rootB whence babble forth the crystal 
watersl' 
Like him, searching for such 
signs and roots of good things yet to 
come, we too cry out at the refreshing 
sight of our Presbyterian brethren aid- 
ing us so liberally in onr endeavor to 
remove the debt which has weighed so 
heavily upon this house of worship these 
many years. 
Such a palm tree, such a 
spring is this action in the great desert 
of modern separation and for that matter 
ancient separation. 


"Right gladly do we confess:—'O 
prophet, thou didst prophesy the truth 
when thou saidst, 'Have we not all one 
Father? Has not one God created us? 
(Mat. II. 10.) The barriers which have 
so long separated men are indeed falling 
away. Here in this space dedicated to 
the eternal CTod, and devoted to His 
worship, Presbyterian and Jew have 
bent the prayerful knee. The same sor- 
rows made them humble; the same heart 
aches looked the tears from the salty 
reservoir of the eye, and the same feel- 
ing moved both alike to look for solace, 
and for comfort in the eternal God, the 
healer of every wound, and the bestower 
of all good. 


"Whether they sought his throne of 
grace by intermediation, or whether

bring this aid to us, for which, in the 
name of the congregation, 
Achduth 
Yeshalom, I heartily thank them. 
May 
their gift form a prominent stone in 
that arch of love which shall one day 
bridge over every separating space and 
finally and firmly unite all meo." 


The Other Side. 
In reply to the ill-tempered article in 
Sunday's Gazette concerning the Keil 
Bros., it is correct to say that "there are 
always two sides to all stories." 


The very fact that men resort to such 
means, show the weakness of their case. 
The action taken by the Keil Bros, was 
forced on them. 
The failure to pay the 
notes as they came due was a small part;

'That Keil Bros, have not a single piece 
of real estate which is not heavily en- 
cumbered, " is simply false. The indem- 
nity bond on the Superior street property 
is held by a member of the firm, who is 
thereby accepted as indorser on their 
paper in bank. 
Oa this 
indorsement 
we owe the Hamilton bank seven hund- 
red and fifty dollars and this seven 
hun dred and fifty dollars is a part of 
I ;2,500 due lis, in addition to our other 
claims, from one of the proprietors of 
the Gazette* 


The statement that we have received 
i 15,000 in cash is also not true. 
Of tbe 
15,000 said to have been paid only $2,- 
500 was received and that on notes given 
by Mr. Keator's endorser^i^d most of 
these notes are yet in the Hamilton bank 
unpaid. 
Had we received the amount 
promised there would be no necessity 
for the indebtedness in the bank or 
mortgage on the "old homestead." 


They say, "their rating in the mer- 
cantile agency has been materially re- 
duced." This is likewise false. If they 
will refer to Bradstreet, they will find 
just the opposite true, as our rating has 
been materially increased. 


It is also not true that the present 
owners agreed to pay $15,000 for the 
office; $12,000 was the amount agreed 
on.

Death of the Ex-Coancilman—Sketch of 
a Long Life Devoted to Honor- 
able Pursuits—The 
Funeral.

Prentiss, esq., ex-councilman 
from thé Ninth ward, died at his home, 
No. 90 Wells street, on Saturday even- 
ing at 9:30 o'clock. 
His illness had 
been long and severe. It began with 
neuralgia of the heart and ended with an 
effection of the brain. ' At his laat hours 
he was attended by his devoted wife, by 
ex-Councilmen Ely and Cody and by 
other intimate friends. His end was full 
of peace.

Joseph Reed Prentiss came of a long 
line of distinguished ancestors and could 
count among his relatives men who have 
achieved national celebrity in all honor- 
able pursuits. Among his kinsmen were 
George D. Prentice, the famous editor 
of the Louisville Courier-Journal, 
and 
Hon. Samuel Prentiss, L.L.D.. chief 
justice of Vermont.

From "The History and Genealogy of 
the Prentice or Prentiss Family of New 
England, etc.." published in Boston, 
and from personal inquiry THB SsimNxii 
is enabled to present facts conoerning 
the deceased whicli will be of public in- 
terest. He was the eldest soxi of John 
Sherman Prentiss and was 
born in 
Milo, New York, November 26, 1818. 
His father's occupation was that of a 
farmer and agricultural pursiaits en- 
gaged the sul'ject of this sketch in his 
earlier years. When grown to 
estate he removed to Greenfield, 
and subsequently to Monroeville, 
In the latter place he became connected 
with manufacturers of farm machinery 
and saw mills at Newark, and Mount 
Vernon, Ohio, and traveled extensively 
the states of Indiana, Illinois and 
Iowa in the interest of these concerns. 
In Fort Wayne, in 1861, he became 
associated 
with 
Bowser 
& Story, 
foundrymen 
aud 
machinists, 
and 
subsequ^^itly, Mith Mr. Daniel Falls, he 
purchased the interest of Mr. Storey. 
The business of the firm was soon ex- 
tended until it had an honorable reputa- 
tion all over the land. 
Through his in>

where the finger left n mark would fill 
in red; and not only that, when the flan- 
nel covering WBH taken from the body 
what ie termed goose-flesh would form as 
is natural to the human body when ex- 
potted to tho cold air. There was not the 
nUgheat odor about the body or any sign 
of pntrifaotion, an one would suppose 
would be the ease. If the story of tho 
girl's mother and her frionda about tho 
partial restoration a few days before 
oonld bo believed, that, in connection 
with the appearance of tho bodv at the 
time, would confirm my judgment that 
the girl watt in trauoe state. If, on the 
other hiiud, the statement of the mother 
and the friends could not be bolieved, 
ntill the case was very remarkable; and 
the fact that the body did not decom- 
pose would indicate that death had not 
yet taken • place.

Among hii kinsmen were 
George D. Prentice, the famous editoi 
of the Louisville Courier-Journal, and 
fluu. Samuel Prontiea, L.L.D., chie 
juhtice of Vermont, Other members o 
the family were almost equally famous. 


From "Thejaiatory and Genaalogyof 


the Prentice or Prentiis Family 'of New 
England, etc.." published in Boston, 
and from personal inquiry TKB SwraNEL 
is enabled to present facts concerning 
tbe deceased which will be of publlo in- 
terest. He was the eldest son of John 
Sherman Prentiss aud waa 
born in 


Milo, New York, November 26, 1818. 
His father's occupation" waa that of a 
farmer and agricultural pursuit* en- 
gaged the subject of thin sketch in hii 
earlier years. When grown to man's 
estate he removfd to Oreentield, Ohio, 
and subsequently to Monroeville, Ohio. 
In the latter placo ho became connected 
with manufacturers' of farm maohinsry 
and caw milla at Newark, and Mount 
Veraou, Ohio, and traveled extensively 
iu the states of Indiana, Illinois and 
Iowa in tho Interest of theao concerns.

Bubsequeully, with Mr. Daniel Falls, he 
purchased tho interest of Mr. Storey. 
The business of the firm was soon ox- 
tended until it had on honorable repnta- 
lion all over the land.

timate association with Hun. Jackson 
SchultE, of New York Oity, and other 
leaders of tho tanning trade, he rebuilt 
many of the larger tanneries of Penu- 
eylvania and New York, supplying im- 
proved machinery, mnch of which was 
of bis own design. 
He furnished tho 


large engine which operated the shoe 
and leather building, at the Gentannia] 
exposition, the heating apparatus for the 
New York hospital, etc. 


When the Fort Wayno Jenney elec- 


tric light company waa incorporated, 
Mr. Preutiss became its agent and his 
efforts were signally sncceoeful in build- 
ing up the buBineea of the new industry.
